T hen Mr. Roosevelt left for a 
week's visit to his family home at 
Hyde Park.

In his W hite House speech, which 
reviewed his trip to the west coast, 
the President said th a t "for most 
of the country th is has been a good 
year,” but th a t “we have not yet 
done all thai. m ust be done to make 
this prosperity stable.”

Dave more shoes th an the nation 
could possibly buy—a 
surplus

shoes th a t would have to be de­ 
stroyed, or given away, or sold at 
prices far below th e cost of pro­ 
duction. x x x 
"You and I have heard big m an ­ 
ufacturers talk 
about 
control 
of 
production by the farm er as an Un­ 
defensible 
economy 
of 
scarcity’. 
And yet these sam e m anufacturers 
never hesitate to sh u t down their 
own huge plants, throw m en out of 
work, and cut down th e purchasing 
power of whole com m unities w hen­ 
ever they think they m ast ad ju st 
their production to an oversupply 
of the goods they m ake 
"W hen it Is th eir baby who has 
the measles, they call it not ‘econ­ 
omy of scarcity’ but ‘sound business 
judgm ent’. 
Stresses Farm Program 
“We intend th is w inter to find a 
way to prevent four and a half-cent 
cotton, nine cent corn and th irty 
cent w heat—w ith all the disaster 
those prices m ean for all of us — 
from ever coming back again. 
"To do th at, the farm ers th em ­ 
selves w ant to cooperate to build 
an all-w eather farm program so 
th a t in the long run prices will be 
more stable. They believe this can 
be done, and th e national budget 
kept out of the red. x x x ” 
Discussing regional planning, the 
President

reforestation 
and reclam ation projects visited on 
his w estern trip.

T urning to th e wage and hour 
question, the President said:

"A few more dollars a week in 
wages, a better distribution of jobs
